business and supplied 40 per cent of all the explosives 
for the Allies is told in the annual report of E. 1. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co., which was mailed to the share- 
holders yesterday.

the great majority of wage tamers, and un- 
necessarily large incomes for a small minority 
of privileged capitalists. The evils in produc- 
tion and in the distribution of goods would be 
in great measure abolished by the reforms that 
have been outlined in the forigoing pages. Pro- 
duction will be greatly increased by universal 
living wagea, by adequate industrial education, 
and by harmonious relations between labor and 
capital on the basis of adequate participation 
by the former in all the industrial aspects of 
business management. The waste* of commod- 
ity distribution could be practically all elimin- 
ated by cooperative mercantile establishments 
and cooperative selling and marketing aeiorii- 
tions.

"Nevertheless, the full possibility of increas- 


ed production will not be realized BO long as 
the majority of the workers remain mere wage 
earners. The majority must somehow become 
owners, or.at least in part, of the instruments 
of production. They can-be enabled to reach 
this stage gradually through cooperative pro-

The Legal Minimum Wage.

URNING now from those agencies and 
laws th# have been put in operation dur- 


ing the war to the general subject of labor leg- 
islation. and problems, we are glad to note that 
there is .no longer.' any serious objection urged 
by impartial persons against the 'legal minimum 
wage. The ' several States should enact laws 
providing for the establishment of wage rates 


they own a substantial part of the corporate 
stock and exercise a reasonable share in the 
management. However slow the attainment of 
these ends, they will have to be reached befo7« 
we can have a thoroughly efficient system o' 
production, or an industrial and social order 
that -.vill be secure from the danger cf revolu- 
tion.

•ing and involving to a great extent the abolition 
of the wage system would not mean the aboli- 
tion of private ownership.

on Negligence Plan 


Another "gross negligence" bill 


las been offered in the legislature 
ay Assemblyman !ylla_.

the present law relating to injury 
on railroads by providing that "if ^it 
appear that the injury or death _ in 
question was caused by the omission 
of a railroad company or such cor- 
poration to comply with any of the 
requirements of section 1809, _ the 
fact that the person injured or killed 
was guilty of any want of ordinary 
care contributing to the injury or 
death shall not bar recovery of the 
damages caused by any such omis- 
sion of the company and no want of 
care upon the part of the person so 
injured or killed under such circum- 
stances, less than gross negligence, 
shall bar such recovery. The bur- 
den of proof that the person so in- 
jured or killed was guilty of gross 
negligence contributing to the in- 
jury or death shall be upon the rail- 
road company or corporation operat- 
ing, such .railroad."

milk. He finds socialism a difficult 
program and was much downcast 
when here, partly because he felt ha 
•was badly treated by the allies and 
partly because he U hated by the 
aristocrats of Hungary, who charge 
him with betraying them into the 
hands of robbers or Jews or fanatics^ 
In former times he was accustomed 
to spend'a million crowns annually. 
Cbunt Karolyi's frame of mind is 
characteristic of all persons in Hun- 
gary who have been apprehensive • 
for weeks as to what would happen 
next. It is a common thing to see 
a party of -men and women walking 
along the streets or promenades or 
sitting in cafes and to see the wom- 
en burst into tears and then laugh- 
ingly wipe her eyes. Thus is shown 
the tension which 'people arelivinf? 
who have lost all their property and 
the hope that came with the end ol 
the war.
